Apart from the unfeir manner 
in which it sets forth a fow ofthe re- 
marks uttered by Mr Mitchell-Innos at 
the last meeting of the Legislative 
Council, and then proceeds :to. draw 
certain deductions, our contemporary 
flatly ‘coutradicts itself, stultifies, in 
fact, all it’has said with regard to the 
improvementof Taipingsban, andrénders 
utterly worthless ell it may have to ga 
in future on this important subject. Mr 
Mitchell-Innes did not say the houses 
must be destroyed ‘ because when they 
were occupied they were full of dust 
and dirt and rofisse.’ When he was 
j addressing the Legislative Council, he 
was suggesting that the advocates of 
the nou-desiructive policy should bave 


‘seen the houses ia Toipingsban, not. 


vulter they had been cleaned-out, 
aud whitewashed and transformed,’ 
| but when the houses were io occu- 
‘pation aud ‘when the windows are 
Ticcked np und the place is full of 
, dust and dirt and refuse. The mention 
‘of dust and ditt and retusa woe merely 
a thetorics! conclusion to 8 sentence, 
‘which would im ail probability have 
,been concluded differently had Mr 
Mitchell-Innes possessed medical or en- 
gineering knowltdpe. He is not an 
expert; therefore, he did not use expert 
language. The matter is so trivial, 
contemptible and childish that it scarce- 
ly warrants our reference to it, beyoud 
showing the readiness of our contem- 
porary, since it found salvation, to make 
unfair uses of the utterances of those 
with whom it now differs. My Mitchell- 
Innes has not given his opinion on Tai- 
Fingshan so frequontly as kas the Daily 

ress, A reference to the files of our 
contemporary is refreshing, but it is 
doubtful if the process of evolution it 
reveals can be wholly agreeable to the 
few rabid opponents of the burning of 
Taipingshan, who have been able to get 
the Daily Press to act as their mouth- 
piece. Our mornin 
a leading article, while expressing its 
disapprovel of Mr Granville Sharp's 
suggestion that the ownera of condemned 
property should be allowed to rebuild on 
improved plans, said: —'Nothing lesa than 
a general scheme of reconstruction will 
suffice, and the work cannot be effective- 
/ty carried out by the individual efforts 
of the present holders, even if all were 
willing: to do their share, because atreets 
have to be widened and realigned and 
new lanes made, back-to-back houses be- 
ing in future prohibited. . The ganaral res 
construction af thé district is indicated 
as necessary not only by the fact that 
the plague was much more prevalent 
there thon in any other portion of the 
city, but also by the fact that in normal 
times the death and diseasa rate is 
much higher there than elsewhere, The 
district is unquestionably ia an in- 
sanitary condition, and even if the 
necessity of taking precautions against 
the reappearance of the plague were 
climinated from the consideration of the 
question, reconstruction would still be 
necesenry, though it: takes a disaster 
like the plague to réuse the authorities 
and the community to action, just as 
the choulern epidemic in England wus 
necessary to rouse the peuple there to 
the necessity of improved sanitation’ 
We hnve no desire to be unfair ty our 
contemporary.

EDUCATIONAL. 
To the Editor of the ‘ Cuma Matt.’ 


September 20, 

S1m,—On tha 7th inst. you noted’the fact 
that two sohoolmasters (one in each of two 
separate achools) were leaving Hongkong 
shortly. On the 4th you noted that the 
isiting inspector of the Order of the Chris- 
tian Brothers was over at Hanoi completing 
the arrangements for the opening of a 
Collegathere. Several paragraphs have ap- 
peared with reference to the British Kaw- 
loou Colloge. The fairnces of the last no- 
tice is open to serious question. What is 
more, no parent ought to fall in with the 
Committee's offer without first considering 
that this launch-trip, with its associations 
and risks, was a primary cause of the new 
venture in the school-line at Kowlodn, 
From a circular before me I see that an 
old Hongkong school, bas with commeud- 
able spirit, brought its staff up to the old 
strength by the addition of two Assistants 
—a Masterand a Mistress, Now, whatia the 
foal state of affairs? Is education psying or 
not? If not, then it is our distinct duty to 
make it psy—now, by frecly supporting 
sound educational policy—later, by reaping 
the raward of our prosent liberality in the 
proponderance of British thought and influ. 
éncein Obina, If we are hera toatay wa must 
tesoh the Chinaman English, thoroughly, 
We cannot do this better than by improving 
our schools. A lamentable error, probably 
the result of a policy of esonomy, has led 
to the establishment and continuance of 
Minionnry Schools, This ia a point open, 
of course, ta much contention, -To thosa 
familiar with the ‘raw’. element ‘in the 
Jwissiouary ranks, an element which almost 
invariably . develops . into. the’ narrorest 
bigotry in after years, the folly of entrost-

Generous treatment was 
aecorded by the Government in the matter 
cf achool material. Fees were Jow,—s0 
low in fact that the College was, and is, 
chargod sith competing untairly with other 
schovla. This being dono, ouly’ accident 
could account for other things totally 
aullifying the aim of the Oollege. Tha 
appointment of a headmaster who has 
acknowledged that he is only & learner and 
that he had, to walk round for two yours 
and coach up on organization and mauage- 
want, waa surely an accident. Accident 
perhaps accounts for th fact that, for the 
best part of bia echool fife, a Chinese 
hoy as left to, pot his Lu heh 
ideas from the preutice hands of 
mnather Chinese. A cident, tho, may ac. 
eount fur the fact that when the same 
Uhinere bey dees come under Egliah 
ovatera, the tine of these mastor. ia ao 
wken up with surdymg to pass Ournese ex- 
minatio a that tha ucheal and ita work can 
neser be mnre to them than anauying ine 
terruptinn. Ta it accidental iso tha! the 
Oolleze (pre-amably a public build o } is os 
unknown and onexplored os the Antarctic 
Continent? I once met a mon who went 
there ta consul: a book—but that is an 
other story, We waut the trade of China, 
not for this generation alone, but for our 
auecessors.

The French ara about to catch them at 
Hanoi and claowhere. Ths Germans have 
caught them already, temporarily, by the 
‘chaapor article’ manceavre. One lesson 
stands ‘out clearly from the Plague 
period. That lesson is ‘wo don't know 
the Chinese.’ It is equally clear that thoy 
don’t undersiand ua. They never qill un- 
less we teach them. Tho folly of our seck- 
ing to know them is great. There is not 
time in the 19th cantury ‘rash’ ta analyae 
the Chineso mind. They must be taught 
ou broad English lines to understand 
us, and Hongkong must do the teaching. 
Tho time has arrived for an Imperial and 
comprehensive policy. Tho sided system 
of schools must go. Missionary schools 
touat be told that beyond a free site and 
freedom from toxation thoy will receive 
nothing This would be a fair roturn for 
the O.D.0. repeal ot the instance of tho 
rabid Exeter Ball contingent. They hash 
our morality, but we can and ought to dis. 
allow their sentiments to take rvot in our 
schools. India is mow reaping the whirl- 
wind resulting from sentiments mainly in- 
calcsted in mission schools. (One hates 
that ‘whirlwind’ metaphor, but it is difii- 
cult to avoid missionary slang at times), 
All school! should be made like untd 
Queon’s College sa rogards their relation to 
the Golonp. “Phis-might mean$15,000- to 
$20,000 dollars in salaries to teachers. On 
the other hand the $30,000 odd psid to 
aided achoola would be anved. Quoen’s 
College and the Belilios Public School 
could absorb all the present outside school 
teachers with great advantage to the 
Colony pow ; inestimably more hereafter. 
A school at the Peak and another at Kow- 
Joon woul be the only buildings necessary. 
There are available actool promises East 
and West, where good Engtish schoola 
could be worked by Boglieh masrers. None 
of the Goversmeut English ataff reside on 
school premises, This is a mintake.

JAPANESE ENTHUSIASM. 


The Japan Mail. asye :—Kawakami Olo- 
jito’s troupe of soshi actors ara playing daily 
to erowded houses at the Assku-a-za, 
Tokyo, foreign patrons being in particular, 
according to the vernacular preaa, unusual- 
ly numerous. Wo have already briefly

raised, ‘I dasbed at once to the rear,’ 
says Merk Twain, ‘to see if aay more foes 
were coming in that direction. So did all 
the rest. We all remarked afterwards that 
if any had come upon us froim behind they 
would have paid dearly for their mshness,’ 
At all rents, the seshi aotora are resping a 
golden harvest from their daily imitation of 
the victory of the Japanese and the flight 
af their opponents, How one of the his 
trions was recently seized by an ardent. 
patriot and woll-drabbod, is already fami- 
liar to our readers. And now the metro- 
Politan journals report a fresh instance of 
lika nature. In one scene, some Japanese 
soldiers nre surprised by a mob of Chinese 
in ambush, and have to fight desperately, 
Just at thie point two apectatoras sprang 
from tho pit to the stage and began hitting 
out right and left and bowling over the 
pseudu-Chinese in a very thorough 
fashion. But this time the sympathy of 
the audience was not with the assailanta ; 
one such gcene was quite enough. The 
two men were ut ouce aeized and marched 
off to where their uervuus tamperame st 
would havo umpc opportunity to calm 
down. The play thon pocreded quistly,

any ous trying to evade the injunction. 
The prevailing sentiment that this ia o 
righteous war has gone far to reconcile 
every one to it, not to say to inspire all 
with p fregh access of enthusiastic patrio- 
tiam. One trooper of the Imperial Guard, 
recalled to Kumamoto, writes to his Eng- 
lish teacher in Tokyo verbatim ey follows ; 
—‘Tam now living in Kumamoto and 
waiting to fight Chinese soldiers if they 
coma to this land, Tam very glad to hear 
news of our rictories, I have heard that 
Chinese soldisra are not a0 bravely ; if they

many soldiers of that country.’ The pious

THE NEW TREATY WITH JAPAN, 
A PRECEDENT MEMORANDUM, 

In addition to the Diplomatio Notes inter- 
changed at the signing of the new Treaty in 
London, the following Memorandam, dated 
some three days before, is also of importance 
for its proper underatanding. It contains 
pointe that importers will especially appro- 
Giants ; . 

‘The Undersigned having on the 29th June, 
1894, telegraphed to bis Government ss 
fallowa :— 

‘Board of rade taut to replace the words 
Japaness Custome ‘ Returns” by the words 
‘average “prices,” boauuse they say these 
Keturon already include the amounts for ine 
surance. transport, &e." 

The Undersigned received the following 
anawer on tho 11th July, 1994 :— 

‘You can ausure British Goverament that 
Customs Returns do oot inclade ingurancs, 
transpurtation, or commissions; they contain 
original values only as presoribed in Tariff 
Convention, 1866. Customs Returns mach 
better and more constant basis than average 
prices. * 

With reference to this the Undetsigned hi 
uo hesitation to declare: — , 

1.--That the pricas which served as a 
basis to the Conventional Tariff of 1866 are 
not the prices which are adopted since in the 
Custom-house Statietios as the mediam prices 
of the imports, 

2.—That the Cuatom-house Statistics are 
mado up, on the contrary, on actual doou- 
mentary evidence which is at their disposal, 
and represent the ayerege original prives, 
without the addition of insurance, transport, 
and commission. . 

8,—The regulations under?which British 
trade ia to be conducted in Japan (Treaty of 
the 26th Auguet, 1858) contain the following 
at the end of Article ELI, :-- 

‘On each entry the owner or consignee 
shall certify in writing that the entry then 
presented exhibits the actual cost of the 
goods, and that nothing has been concealed 
whereby the Customs of Japan would be 
defrauded, and the owner or consignee shall 
sign his name to such certificate. 

‘The original invoice or inevices of tho 


18 | goode so entored shall ba presented to tho 


Custom-house Authorities, and shall remain 
in their possession until they have examined 
the gooda contained in the entry.’ . 

The Underaigned is not aware that any 
subsequent arrangement has altered the 
principle of the production to the Cuatom- 
hoase of the original savoices, and it is his 
impression thet there doruments serve ae 
material for the Onstom-housa Statistica 
which the Imperiat Government wishes ta 
adopt as basis, 

The Austrinn-Huvgarian Treaty of the
